vention. 54.2 per cent said 
they would vote for Nixon if 
the presidential election were 
held now. The poll was con­ 
ducted between Monday and 
Thursday night. 
The poll asked the question: 
“ If the presidential election 
were being held today, would 
you yourself vote for the ree­ 
lection of President Nixon?” 
Yes answers were 54.2 per 
cent; no answers were 31.0 
per cent; don’t know’ or can’t 
vote answers accounted for 
the rest. 
In answer to the question. 
“ If the presidential election 
were being held today, of all ol 
the candidates you can think 
of, who would you say right 
now is your number 1 first 
choice to be the next Presi- 


dent?” 51.5 per cent said Ni­ 
xon, 7.4 per cent said Sen. 
Hubert 
Humphrey; 
1.7 
per 
cent said Sen. Edmund Mus- 
kie; 3.4 per cent said Sen. 
Edw’ard Kennedy; 
13.2 per 
cent said Gov. George Wal­ 
lace; 14.7 per cent said Sen. 
George McGovern—the actual 
Democratic nominee—and the 
rest was divided among Reps. 
Wilbur Mills and Shirley Chi­ 
sholm and Sen. Henry Jack- 


son. 
The poll did not ask a ques­ 
tion which directly compared 
P r e s i d e n t Nixon to Sen. 
McGovern, however. The poll 
said Nixon’s 54.2 per cent rat­ 
ing was the highest such rat­ 
ing in the past two decades, 
higher even than 
President 
Eisenhower’s rating the week 
before the 1956 presidential 
election against Adlai Steven­ 
son.

WASHINGTON (UPI)—In a 
decision that could free mil­ 
lions of lower income wage 
earners from limitations on 
pay raises, a federal judge

Council must raise the wage 
control exemption level well 
above the present $1.90 per 
hour. 
U.S. District Judge William 
B. Jones said the $1.90 cutoff 
figure was much too low. He 
did not say what amount of 
increase 
would 
be 
appro­ 
priate, but he suggested the 
$3.35 an hour level proposed 
bv organized labor appeared 
reasonable. 


Prior to the ruling persons 
making $1.90 an hour or less 
were 
legally 
free 
to 
take 
whatever 
pay 
raises 
they 
could 
get from 
employers, 
without regard to the coun­ 
cil's guideline calling for a 
limit of 5.5 per cent per year 
in wage increases. 
Under the $1.90 cutoff fig­ 
ure, some 9 million workers 
were exempt from controls.

BELFAST (U P l)-A British 
soldier and a civilian were 
killed and three soldiers and

the collapse of a 13-day cease­ 
fire. 
I r i s h Republican Army 
(IRA) gunners fired bazooka- 
tvpe rockets at British troops 
during an overnight battle in 
Bellast, government officials 
said. The British Army de­ 
scribed the fighting as the 
heaviest yet in Ulster. 
The deaths Friday raised 
the overall toll in the strife- 
torn province to 434—includ­ 
ing eight in the past 24 hours. 
The British arm y said sol­ 
diers reported hitting 34 gun­ 
men since 8 p.m. Thursday.

The water pushed a 10-ioot 
wide gap in the earthen bank 
of the canal about 3:30 in the 
morning after the water level 
raised about 15 to 20 per cent 
frcm a blockage caused by 
the tires.

to call an attorney. 
Fifth Witness 
Mrs. 
Regalado,

witness to be called by Depu­ 
ty District Attorney Joe Can­ 
ty, said Mrs. Madrid told her 
that Ynocente was going to 
buy her a car that day, but 
he attached a condition to the 
gift. 
She said Mrs. Madrid said 
her husband, in return for the 
car, wanted her to stay with 
him for that weekend, alle­ 
gedly so she could show him 
how to do the laundry.

Madrid’s Car Seen 
According

, car was seen by her again at

Pamela Si , Pomona, but no 
lights were on inside 
M rs, Regalado, also told Hie 
jury that about 15 days beiore 


she had seen a police car 
parked in front of the Madrid 
home. 


Diana Madrid, 13, Mr. and 
M r s . M a d r i d ’ s youngest 
daughter, was next to take 
the stand, testifying that her 
mother had told her she was 
going to a dance with another 
neighbor March 10. She said

On March 11, the day of 
Mrs. Madrid’s death, Diana 
said, she began to miss her 
mother, but her father had 
come home and was there 
early that morning. She said 
he stayed through Monday.

father went to the Pomona 
Police Department to turn in 
a missing persons report on 
Mrs. Madrid. It was Monday 
that police finally identified 
Mrs. M adrid’s charred body. 
Went to Mortuary

they all went to the m ortuary 
where she said she saw her 
mother’s ring and 
glasses. 
Madrid at that tim e told po­ 
lice he could not positively 
identify Mrs. Madrid’s body.

The testimony of an earlier 
witness, Mrs. Irene Mntanez, 
was heard 
twice,

preters. Canty and Batchelor 
both agreed that the first in­ 
terpreter in the case may not 
have been interpreting cor­ 
rectly as she spoke “ classic­ 
al" Spanish, rather than the 
local dialect. As a result, a 
second local interpreter was 
called in and the jury ordered 
to disregard the first inter­ 
pretations. 
Same Story' 
The story that Mrs. Madrid 
had told Mrs. Montanez that 
Ynocente was going to buy 
her a car, and she was to 
stay the night with her hus­ 
band remained essentially the

pret rs and the trial contin­ 
ued. 
Wednesday the jury heard 
Dr. Harry W. Scott, a San 
Bernardino 
pathologist 
de­ 
scribe the bum s found on 
Mrs. Madrid’s body and tell 
of his finding of a deep siab 
wound in her neck. He said in 
his opinion Mrs. Madrid died 
of smoke and flame inhala­ 
tion, and that the upper por­ 
tion of her body was most 
severely burned. He said she 
had not been sexually mo­ 
lested, but had bruises on her 
stomach and sides. 
The trial will continue Mon­ 
day in West Valley Superior 
with more witnesses including 
Madrid’s 15-vear-old son ex­ 
pected to take the stand.

CLAREMONT — A dream 
will become a reality today at 
2 p.m. when barrio residents 
and officials of the cities of 
Claremont, 
Montclair,

Upland gather to dedicate a 
3.5-acre neighborhood park on 
G arem ont Boulevard. 
A 
barrio residents’ 
com­ 
m ittee has considered sugges­ 
tions for the nam e of the 
park, and the three-citv Arbol 
Verde 
Park 
Authority 
will 
m eet just before the dedica­ 
tion program to approve the 
nam e chosen. 
T h e 
Arbon Verde 
area 
gained its name reportedly in 
1917 when a developer filed a 
tract map with the city of 
Claremont. 
The dedication ceremony is 
the highlight of a day -long 
celebration which will begin 
at 11:30 a.m. and end about 9 
p.m. 
Attending the festivities will 
be residents of the three-city 
barrio, 
organizations 
which 
donated to the park’s faci­ 
lities, 
city 
councilmen 
of 
G arem ont, 
Montclair, 
and 


Upland, representatives of the 
C l a r e m o n t Colleges, and 
many friends and well-wish­ 
ers. 
M aster of ceremonies at the 
dedication will be Reynaold 
Contreras, who is working on 
his doctorate in education at 
S t a n f o r d University. Con­ 
treras will discuss the history 
of the barrio and the part 
played by its residents in get­ 
ting the park built. 
The Very Rev. Msgr. Wil­ 
liam Barry of Our Lady of 
the Assumption Church, will 
deliver the invocation. Salva­ 
dor Espinoza, formerly at the 
Padua Hills Theatre, will sing 
several Spanish songs.

The barrio, which had its 
beginnings in the early 1920s, 
is unique because it is in two 
counties, 
three 
cities, 
and 
four selected districts. The 
gravel pit separates Clare­ 
mont 
from 
Montclair. 
Two 
railroads cut across it from 
west to east. 
Claremont 
Boulevard 
bi­ 
sects it from north to south. 
The barrio is cut off from the 
rest of Claremont on the north 
and west by the Claremont 
Colleges. 
For years there were no 
recreational facilities acces­ 
sible to barrio children. A 
miniature football field was 
marked off in the backyards 
of residents on the block and 


Brooks Avenue and 1st Street, 
but that did not last. 
The children used the Po­ 
mona College football 
field 
and finally Memorial Park, 
but that was far from their 
homes. 
The parish hall behind the 
Sacred 
H eart 
Church 
was 
used as a recreational area 
until it was razed to make 
way for Claremont Boulevard 
widening. 
A teen post was opened in 
1969 on 1st Street, with the 
Catholic Church and the In­ 
tercultural 
Council 
sharing 
the expense, but lack of funds 
finally spelled disaster for the 
center. 
The Children’s Center at 205 
Brooks Ave. opened its doors 
four years ago, and with help 
from the cities, organizations 
and service clubs, has ma­ 
naged to survive and to pre­ 
sent the barrio youngsters a 
daily program . Albert Gutier­ 
rez is director of the facility, 
underwritten by 
the 
Inter­ 
cultural Council, and provided 
by the University Center. 


The 
battle 
of 
Malcolm’s 
Meadow 
which 
erupted 
in 
April 1971 provided the barrio 
residents with the opportunity 
to gain the neighborhood park 
they had desired for decades. 
Councilman Gene Block was 
the only dissenter against the 
city’s attem pt to obtain the 
postage-size 
park 
on 
Yale 
Avenue as a community park. 
Block said that he felt that it 
was hard to justify spending 
$25,000 to get Malcolm’s Mea­ 
dow, after telling the barrio 
people the city didn’t have 
$10,000 for the park they wan­ 
ted. 
The 
Claremont 
Planning 
Commission in June 1971 ur­ 
ged 
that 
the 
City 
Council 
make a barrio park the No. 1 
p r i o r i t y , and that same 
month, the council instructed 
City Manager Keith Mulroo- 
ney to begin negotiating with 
t h e 
Claremont 
University 
Center for a 10-year lease of 
at least two acres on Clare­ 
mont Boulevard. 
The barrio park committee, 
led by 
Miss 
Evelyn 
Con­ 


treras, presented their case 
before city groups, and in Au­ 
gust 1971, the city dropped its 
plans for Malcolm’s Meadow, 
and 
was going 
full steam 
ahead on Arbol Verde. 
In 
January 
this 
year 
a 
three-city Arbol Verde Park 
Authority was created to ac 
quire the park site on a 10- 
year $l-a-year lease from the 
C 1 a r o n t University Center. 
The six-man board has been 
meeting when necessary to 
work on the development ot 
the park. 
The park contians a Tiny 
Tot area, large wading pool, 
which will be opened next 
Monday, combination basket- 
ball-voileyball courts, a com­ 
bination 
baseball 
diamond- 
football field, and barbecue 
The 3.7-ac.re area formerly 
was a boulder-strewn field, 
but has since been converted 
by the Claremont parks de­ 
partm ent into a grassy ex­ 
panse, 
with 
a 
landscaped 
berm on the north, and do­ 
nated trees planted on the pe­ 
rimeter. 


Organizations and citizens 
have donated a total of $4,- 
578.21

Park fund, and include the 
following:

After years of frustration, 
the residents’ hard work has 
finally paid off. The park will 
now 
go through a “ shake 
down’’ summer.

Among the numerous unsavory political activités of recent 
weeks in which the White House, according to President Ni­ 
xon, “ has had no involvement whatever” was the bungling at­ 
tempt to bug the offices of the Democratic National Committee 
in Washington’s W atergate office building.

A security guard touring the basement of W estgate one night 
found the bolt on a door taped back, and searching with the 
local gendarmes, found two more taped-open locks and a jim­ 
mied door. Outside committee chairm an Larry O’Brien’s office 
they pounded on the live intruders. The men wore surgical 
gloves, though none is a doctor, and carried cam eras, tools, 
electroric bugging equipment and $6,500 in crisp new bills, 
yummy. Must have been pay (off) day. 


The White House, surely the most talkative residence on the 
East Coast, called the charade a “ third -rate burglary at- 
tem pt.’.’ When (/B e e n squealed of “ blatant political espion­ 
age,” form er Attorney General John Mitchell, who has prob­ 
lems enough of nis own, what with all those phone bills, re­ 
torted “sheer dem agoguery,” though what he meant by that, 
M artha only knows. 
The credentials cf the Furtive Five were enough to make 
.D em ocrats glow and Republicans groan. One man was the 
chief security coordinator and electronics expert (some ex­ 
pert!) of Mitchell’s Committee for the Re-election ot the Presi­ 
dent, and several others had past links wuh the CIA. One 
man, it turns out, was a locksmith. 
Bungled, or successfully accomplished, the attem pt to bug the 
Democratic HQ was puzzling. What did they hope to learn?

SACRAMENTO (UP1) -A 
compromise $25 million early 
cHldhood education program 
which would eventually send 
some 4-year-olds to school has 
been amended into a massive 
property tax shift-school fi­ 
nance plan, it was disclosed 
Friday. 
The early childhood educa­ 
tion proposal, supported by 
state 
schools chief Wilson 
Riles and Gov. Ronald Rea­ 
gan, was included in the $1.2 
billion tax shift plan agreed 
upon earlier this month by 
the governor and Assembly 
Speaker Bob Moretti, D-Van 
Nuys. 
Riles, state superintendent 
of public instruction, had or­ 
iginally backed a $53 million 
e a r l y education 
proposal 
which would eventually in­ 
crease to $353 million over 
a five-year period. 
The 
Riles 
proposal 
was 
pared down by delaying im­ 
plementation of the voluntary 
provision sending 4-year-olds 
to school and providing that it 
would only affect about 12 per 
cent of the children eligible. 
The announcement of the 
compromise agreement on the 
early education plan w as con­ 
tained m a statement re­ 
leased by Assemblyman Wil­ 
liam Bagley of San Rafael, 
the Republican tax expert in 
the Assembly. 
“ It has long been recog­ 
nized that the early primary 
grades are exceptionally im­ 
portant to the learning skills 
of a child,” the statement 
said. 
“ In an attempt to provide 
an effective education pro­ 
gram for grades kindergarten 
through three, $25 million is 
being provided starting in i 
1973-74 and $40 million in 1974- 
75 for program grants to en­ 
hance early childhood educa­ 
tional experiences. * 
The Bagley statement ad­ 
ded. “ A procedure is provided 
to eventually extend the pro­ 
gram to 4-year-olds in those 
districts with effective pro­ 
grams.” 
Ken Hall, deputy director of 
the Department of Finance, 
said that all the details of the 
procedure rot been worked 
out. 
The early childhood educa­ 
tion plan would provide for 


more emphasis on reading 
and mathematics skills, clo­ 
ser 
evaluation 
of 
student 
progress, increased use of 
parents and aides to assist 
teachers and more freedom in 
the classroom for pupils. 
Other new details of the 
$530 million school finance 
phase of ¡the $1.2 billion tax 
shift bill, which is being car­ 
ried by Moretti. provided that 
certain elementary districts 
would be guaranteed a spend­ 
ing level of $770 per student 
annually. The amount would 
be $955 for high school dis 


tricts. 
Earlier it was announced 
that the level would be $745 
and $930 for elementary and 
high school districts respec­ 
tively. 
Hall said elementary dis­ 
tricts which impose a prop­ 
erty tax rate of $2.23 per $100 
assessed valuation and high 
school districts with a rate of 
$1.64 would be guaranteed the 
support. 
The measure also pro-, ides 
$ 3 0 
m i l l i o n 
for 
“ dis­ 
advantaged” urban and rural 
districts with “ high indica- 


tors” of poverty, 
minority 
group population and trans* 
ciency. 
In addition to the $530 mil­ 
lion for schools, the Moretti- 
Reagan tax plan includes $700 
million in property tax relief, 
$125 million in renter relief, 
$14 million in relief for wel­ 
fare families, $103 million in 
aid to local governments and 
$45 million in business in­ 
ventory tax relief. 
To finance the expenditures, 
the statewide sales tax would 
be increased from five cents 
to six cents on the dollar. In-

LAKE ISABELLA (UPIT- 
Water storage at this south­ 
ern Sierra reservoir dropped 
below 100,000 acre feet today 
for the first time since 1966. 
The water level 
at Lake 
Isabella is dropping at the 
rate ot 1,000 at re-feet per day 
to fill irrigation needs in the 
San Joaquin Valley which has 
been hit by one of the driest 
seasons on record. 
John Chafin, ot the Kern 
Canal Co., said the last time 
the lake dropped below the 
100,000 acre-foot level was 
Nov. 25, 1966 when it was 
measured at 81.977 ac re-feet. 
He said the pool may drop 
to the 30.000 acrp-foot min­ 
imum which must remain be­ 
hind the dam this vear.

Britain’s Tony Jacklin, the 
1969 winner w'lio was paired 
with 
Trevino for the 
third 
straight tim e, withstood this 
finishing burst and returned a 
34-33—67 which left him one 
stroke off the pace going into 
Saturday’s final round. 
Doug Sanders of Houston, 
Tex., who had a triple bogey 
seven at the 18th on Thurs­ 
day, again bogied the hole but 
finished with a 32-37—69 for 
211 which left him alone in 
„third place, one stroke ahead 
Of Britain's Brian Barnes, his 
playing partner who finished 
joint runner-up with him in 
1969 when Jack Nicklaus took 
the title here. Barnes had a 
' 34-35— 69. 
Nicklaus returned a level 
par 71 after halves of 36-37 to 
' stand alone in fifth place with 
an even 213. His chances of 
Winning and going on to the 
Grand Slam at the PGA, how­ 
ever, seem remote. 
Trevino quipped as he cam e 
off the green. "Somebody had 
to do something or 60 of us 
would be involved in a playoff 
Sunday.” 
Trevino’s 
blinding 
finish 
capped what had been an ex­ 
traordinary day with Sanders 
and Jacklin disputing the lea­

finally arrived? 
As far as Del Rice is con­ 
cerned, the answer is an em­ 
phatic yes. He would get no 
argument from the rest of the 
American Lezgue. 
“ I think Nolan Ryan is a 
superstar right now and will 
be one for a long time.” said 
the manager of the California 
Angels. 
Ryan, a soft-spoken Texan 
whose boyish looks and plea­ 
sant drawl remind you of an 
actor you saw in “ The Last 
Picture 
Show,” 
has 
been 
compared to Sandy Koufax 
since he joined the New York 
Mew in 1968. He throws that 
hard, they say, if not harder. 
But after four years of 
waiting, the Mets finally de­ 
cided the flamethrowing rig­ 
hthander was never going to 
realize his potential. 
Harry Dalton, the new gen­ 
eral manager of the Angels, 
acquired Ryan and three oth­ 
er players last December for 
Jim Fregosi. 
W i t h 
two club 
record 
16-strikeout performances in a 
row, Rvan had an 11-5 record 
and a 2.30 ERA. In 125 in­ 
nings he had 138 strikeouts 
(the best in the league) and 
74 walks. Five of his 11 wins 
were shutouts. 
Pitching against the Boston 
Red Sox at Anaheim Stadium 
last Sunday, he fired a one-hit­ 
ter and retired 26 batters in a 
row. 
Said Dalton: “ It is unbelie­ 
vable how close he came to 
absolute perfection.” 
In his tenure in the Naxtnal 
League, Ryan was an under 
.500 pitcher—29-38. He com­ 
piled 493 strikeouts in 510 in­ 
nings but he also walked 369. 
He was 10-4 with a 3.97 ERA 
with the Mets last year. 
Rice, 1971 
Minor League 
Manager of the Year and now 
in his first season as manager 
of the Angels, wasn’t so sure 
about Ryan in the spring. 
“ He was very wild and in­ 
consistent,” said Rice. “ 1 was 
pessimistic about the trade. 
But this was the type of fel­ 
low you have to stick with be­ 
cause of his great potential. 
“ We’ve shown him a few 
different things and now he s 
got his confidence." 
Also his control. Rice ad­ 
ded: 
“ If you look at hit recent 
games, he’s 
walking 
two, 
three, four men. He’s not wal­ 
king the eight or nine he has 
in the past. He knows he can 
go out and throw strikes. 
“ He’s also got a very good 
curveball. When he’s got both 
his 
fastball 
and curveball 
working together, he’s almost 
impossible to hit." 
There was a time, says 
R\an, when he took note of 
his comparison to Koufax. No 
longer. 
“ That put added pressure 
on me when I was younger," 
he declared. “ I felt 1 had to 
live up to it. But I don’t pay 
any attention to those things 
any more. 
“ I realize 1 have to pitch 
my t\pe of game and throw 
as I'm capable of throwing. 
You can’t try to throw like 
somebody els*." 


The 
25-year-old 
fireballer 
f r om Alvin, Tex., talked 
about the pressure of pitching 
for the Mets in New York. He 
did not find Shea Stadium to 
be Fun City. 
“ We really never lived up 
to what people expected of us 
after the 1969 World Series,” 
he said. “ That constant type 
of pressure is hard to handle. 
“ I think every player who 
is traded is a little disap­ 
pointed at first and I was no 
exception. But after it was 
over. 1 was pleased about it. 1 
felt like it was a new start for 
me.” 
Despite the fact the trade 
was for Fregosi, a long-time 
favorite 
here, 
Ryan 
say» 
there has been no pressure on 
him with the Angels. 
“ I came to this club with 
the attitude that 1 was going 
to be a starting pitcher and 1 
was just going to do my 


best,” he explained. 
Ryan 
refuses to become 
excited about his start and 
the renewal of the praise of 
being compared with Koufax. 
Virtually a two-pitch pit­ 
cher, the young veteran cre­ 
dits his curveball for his best 
season ever. His ability to 
control the pitch, that is. He 
says his curveball has im­ 
proved steadily during the 
last three seasons. 
Against the Red Sox when 
he had a live fastball Sunday, 
he said he went with his 
smoke 80 per cent of the 
time. 
“ When my curveball is ex­ 
ceptional,” Ryan continued, 
“ then it’s 70 per cent fastball 
and 30 per cent curveball.” 
There is only one goal for 
Ryan this 
season—to 
stay 
healthy. He doesn’t even want 
to pitch in the All-Star game 
at Atlanta this month. 
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“ The main thing for me.” 
he said, “ is to pitch every 
lour days. That’s something 
I’ve rever been able to do be­ 
fore.” 
The All-Star game? 
“ I’d just as soon spend the 
three days with my family 
(his wife

the energy shortage now con­

Southern and Central Califor-

N e w s m e n 
learned 
recently during a tour of El 
Paso plant facilities near this 
northwest New Mexico city of 
30.000 persons. 
The newsmen, guests of El 
Paso Natural Gas Co., were 
accompanied on the tour by 
district officials of the South­ 
ern California Gas Co., one of 
the distribution companies El 
Paso serves. 
El Paso obtains natural gas 
in the fields where it is pro­ 
duced, processes it to make it 
transmissible and then trans­ 
ports it in longdistance, high- 


pressure up to 34-inch pipe­ 
lines to areas of consumption. 
The newsmen learned that 
El Paso delivers 2.8 billion 
cubic feet of natural gas a 
day to California users, which 
represents 58 per cent of Cali­ 
fornia’s supply. 
The insatiable demand for 
natural gas has created 
a 
shortage and El Paso, aware 
of the nation’s energy supply 
problem, is continuing efforts 
to make additional supplies cf 
gas available to its traditional 
m arkets 
as well 
as 
other 
areas of the United States. 
El Paso has started a pro­ 
ject to import large quantities 
of liquified natural gas (LNG) 
to the eastern part of the 
United 
States 
as 
well 
as 
studies to supply LNG lo oth­ 
er areas. 
El Paso plans to build a 
coal gasification 
facility 
in 


the Farmington area to sup­ 
plement its gas supplies. 
El Paso is increasing explo­ 
ration and development drill­ 
ing to find and bring into pro­ 
duction new gas reserves, and 
is continuing studies of the 
utilization of nuclear devices 
to stimulate low production 
natural gas reservoirs. 
El Paso’s initial contract 
with an Algerian national oil 
and gas firm calls for the 
purchase in liquid form of the 
equivalent of a billion cubic 
teet of natural gas a day over 
a 25-vear period. 
Natural gas is liquified at 
260 degrees below zero and 
compressed to 1-600th its vol­ 
ume for shipment in barrels 
aboard tankers the legnth of

fields. 
Each 
ship will be able to carry 
788,000 barrels of LNG, the 
equivalent of 2.5 billion cubic 


feet of natural gas. 
El 
Paso 
announced 
last 
year that it plans to build the 
w o r l d ’ s first commercial

acres of land 35 miles south 
of Farmington. More than 600 
million tons of coal lie under 
150 feet of cover, and can he 
surfaced mined.

high-grade natural gas. 
Newsmen were assured that 


air and w ater pollution are 
not expected to be problems, 
and that the mined areas will 
be returned to productive use.

DEAR C.S.: There certainly 
is an answer — not to stop 
the clawing, which is a nor­ 
mal instinctive process — but 
to redirect it to a specific 
permissible object.

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Escape Artist Fails 
To Mystify Audience

The “unordered m erchan­ 


dise” flimflam continues to 
flourish, and some of the per­ 
petrators get downright nasty 
when they start trying to ha­ 
rass you into paying for wha|t 
vou didn’t order and don’t 
want There is one sure for­ 
mula for avoiding trouble. 


There are also several that 
invite trouble. Seme states 
for 
exam ple, 
have 
passed 
laws making the delivery of 
unordered merchandise a gift. 
In these states, the recipient 


is free to keep and use the 
m erchandise. These few in­ 
stances have been publicized 
to the extent that many con­ 
sumers believe this is ‘‘the 
law” now, pertaining to unor­ 
dered merchandise. Not so. 


State laws threat the su b­ 
ject in a variety of ways, and 
t h e p r o m o t e r s of these 


schem es use this lack of uni­ 
formity to their advan lge. 
To cope with the problem, 
how ever, there’s no need to 


do legal research or consult 
an attorney to determine pre­ 
cisely 
how the law 
treats 
unordered 
merchandise 
in 
your 
particular 
state. 
It s 
enough to understand the bas­ 
ic legal principle involved. 
M o s t laymen, prdbably, 
think of a legal contract as a 
document 
containing 
many 
“ whereases” and duly signed 
by the contracting parties. 
Actually, the law’ of contracts 
c o v e r s many buyer-seller 
relationships 
in 
which 
not 
even spoken words are ex­ 
changed, much less is there 
anything in writing. 
A contract consists of an of­ 
fer and an acceptance. If a 
m erchant simply displays a 
c ard of ballpoint pens priced 
at 39 cents, that is legally an 
offer to sell. If you pick off a 
pen and hand him 39 cents, 
that is legally your accep­ 
tance of his offer, and the 
transaction is covered by the 
law of contracts. 
In the case of unordered 


merchandise, unless the law 
of 
your 
state 
specifically 
treats the m atter otherwise, 
the delivery of the merchan­ 
dise into your possession is 
probably construed, legally, 
as an offer to sell. Your con­ 
tinued possession of it, with­ 
out protest that you don’t 
want it, probably constitutes, 
legally, your acceptance. 
The promoter then has the 
law of contracts on his side, 
and he can make a great deal 
of trouble for you, no matter 
what you may have read, or 
been told, you’re not off the 
hook after *0 days, or a year, 
and it’s no protection to just 
put the merchandise away 
unused. 
What you must do is estab­ 
lish, legally, that there is no 
acceptance on your part. 
Write the sender a letter, 
stating that you did not order 
the merchandise, and won’t 
want It. Say that you will 
hold It for 30 days (you are 
NOT required to return it at 
your own expense), that if it 


is not called for within that 
time it will be sold for sto­ 
rage charges — and that your 
charge for storage is $1 per 


day. 
Make a carbon or photocopy 
of the letter, mail it to your­ 
self, and file the unopened let­ 
ter away. 
If, after 30 days, you sell an 
unordered bottle of perfume to 
your daughter-in-law, to cov­ 
er your $30 storage charge, 
and her best offer is 25 cents 
. . . well, the unordered-mer- 
chandise promoter owes you 
$29.75. Good luck on collect­ 


ing.

North Korea's Kim II Sung is caught In a bind 
bid ween Russia and ( Inna. And suffering severe 
et-Gnomic problems. 
For years he has kept his country free of com­ 
plete domination by Moscow and Peking only by the 
most nimble of dancing acts. I h' has shifted first to 
the one, then the other. 
Hy this play back and forth he has extracted 
arms and economic aid, at one time from Moscow, 
at another from Peking — and som etim es from bolh 
at once. 
Up to now he has been aided by the rivalry be­ 
ne« en these two countries and by his own adroit­ 
ness. 
There is new evidence that the pressures have 
now oecom e too great. Like Mao Tse-tung in his 
fear of Russia, North Korea's Kim needs a con­ 
nection with the West to balance against the two 
Communist giants. 
Ho needs economic accommodation to lessen his 
dependence on Russia and China for aid — an aid 
which is uncertain and ti«*d heavily with strings. 
He reeuires som e sort ol military accommodation 
with South Korea to cut back 011 his defense burden, 
which is overloading his economy and making him 
too dependent on Moscow and Peking. 
Kim. for all his communism, has a deadly fear of 
domination by either Russia or China, even though 
he repoi tedly holds, or once held, Russian citizen­ 
ship. 
Curiously enough, it is understood from contacts 
in Tokyo and Hong Kong that both Moscow and 
Peking, for reasons of their own, have also been 
urging Kim to make these accommodations. Rus­ 
sia’s hope, these reports say, is that these Western 
contacts will weaken North Korea’s relations with 
Peking. Peking, presumably , lias the sam e hope in 
reverse. 
In any event, other Tokyo contacts report the ea­ 
gerness with which Pyongyang lias been seeking 
economic deals with Japan and South Korea, and 
put<ing out feelers toward economic accommoda­ 
tions with the West in a variety of areas. 
Officials in the Nixon administration say it Is not 
necessary to put trust in Kim 11 Sung to see the 
opportunities this opening to the West offers.

prompted 'i ugosla' ia almost two decades ago to ask 
for help. 
Now, some 20-odd years and well over a billion 
dollars in aid and poliii« al backing later, som e of 
ih«1 most ardent anti-Communists in this government 
believe th<* expeHnunt and investment were worth 
every dollar in halting Russian expansion in West­ 
ern Europe, even though Tito remains as deter­ 
mined a Communist as ever.

They have been conferring 
closely since February when 
they cautiously cam e together 
at Ford Motor headquarters 
in Washington to discuss cor­ 
porate ads in the convention 
programs. 
At first, the two 
men circled each other like 
jungle 
cats, 
but 
gradually 
they relaxed. Then, suddenly, 
the implusive Herman turned 
to their Ford hosts. 
"Say, have you got a pri­ 
vate office we could borrow 
for a m om ent?” While the 
motor men blinked, the two 
political rivals ducked into a 
private conference room and 
shut the door. 
"Leg's quit messing around, 
Bob,” said 
Herman. 
"L et’s 
get together and do it!”

F i n e , ” said Strauss. 
“ That’s fine with m e.” 
Strauss thrust out his hand, 
and the tw'o men shook. 


Strange Allies 


Their first accomplishment 
was a joint telegram from 
Democratic chairm an Larry 
O ’ B r i e n

chairm an Bob Dole soliciting 
funds for the convention pro­ 
gram s. 
The pair also brought to­ 
gether a dozen Democratic 
and Republican ad men for a 
s e c r e t 
lunch meeting

that problems with labor and 
the facilities made San Diego 
impossible as a

Bipartisan Arrangements 
At seve n o’clock the next 
morning, Herman and his top 
aide, Jim Gale, were on the 
way to Miami Beach to meet 
with Mayor Chuck Hall whose 
elderly constituents were al­ 
ready less than enthusiastic 
about 
the 
Democratic 
con­ 
vention. fearing a repetition 
of the 1968-style violence. The 
last thing they wanted was 
another political convention. 
Worried by Hall’s reaction, 
Herman hastily called Strauss 
in Dalis where the financier 
was golfing. 
"You can play things like 
g o l f , ’ ’ said Herm an with 
mock 
rue. 
"You’ve 
got 
a 
h o m e . ’ ’ Herman explained 
this predicam ent, adding that 
he had 
his eye on4 ^Miaml 
Beach. 
Strauss replied slyly: "We 
m ay have a home, fyit we 
don’t have any money to pay 
for it. Let's get together and 
do some planning.” 
Strauss was as good as his 
word. He contacted his friend, 
Florida Gov. Reubln Askew, 
who promised to offer Miami 
Beach police and other sup­ 
port for the Republicans. 
With Askew and Strauss be­ 
hind him, Herman m ade a 
crucial 
presentation 
to 
75 
state 
and 
city 
leaders 
In 
Miami Beach. The Floridians 
balked but finally gave the 
go-ahead on May 3. 
Three weeks Inter, Strauss 
and Herman brought together 
40 staff m em bers to coordi­ 
nate such problems as trans­ 
portation. rooms, seats, office 
trailers, t v facilities and the 
like. After the meeting, as the 
eyes of old party hacks pop­ 
ped, the Democrats and Re­ 
publicans threw each other a 
cocktail party in the hotel’s 
GiGi room.

Our sophisticated scientific 
attitudes may lead us to be­ 
lieve that we are untouched 
by the power of myth. How­ 
ever, Patai thinks such a be­ 
lief is badly mistaken, and his 
book clearly reveals the con­ 
tinuing force of ancient myth: 
“Modem man, so proud of 
his technology, of his rational, 
logical, and purposive bent of 
mind, and of 
his 
down-to- 
earth realism, has thus been 
found to stand In this respect 
quite near his ancestors who 
lived two or three thousand 
years ago in pre-scientific an­ 
tiquity in Asia and Africa, in 
the ancient Near East, and 
the classical world ” 


Patai asserts that a myth is 
a dramatic story which au­ 
thorizes, approves changes in, 
or creates various customs, 
rites, institutions, and beliefs 


The origins of a myth are 
often difficult to trace. When 
a myth takes hold, this occurs 
because the story' reveals a 
truth in which men find sup­ 
port and perhaps real self-un­ 
derstanding. Thus, identifica­ 
tion 
with 
mythical 
themes 
and figures may have helped 
ancient men to reduce an­ 
xiety, increase self-confidence 
in their personal and commu­ 
nal lives, and feel hope for ul­ 
timate release from suffering 
and death. Modern versions 
of earlier myths may function 
in similar ways for us now. 
The book shows the depth 
and diversity of mythical ele­ 
ments in the present. With 
this goal in mind, Patai ex­ 
plores current political expe­ 
rience at some length. 
To cite but one simple ex­ 
ample of his findings, he con­ 
cludes that Che Guevara has 
become a modern version of 
one kind of mythical hero.

Blockbusting Is not a figment 
of the author’s imagination, 
or an event that only takes 
place In New York City; it 
happens every day to people 
in all the major cities across 
this country.

Jesus) 
when 
many 
people 
find it hard to believe these 
scriptural traditions.

conjunction

problems of reinterpretation 
of ancient religious 
myths. 
Patai discusses the sympo­ 
sium on "Theology of Surviv­ 
al” held on April 28-30, 1970. 
at the School of Theology in 
Claremont, California. One re­ 
sult of this conference was to 
indicate how certain themes 
from the Old Testament book 
of Genesis may have instilled 
the belief that it Is virtuous to 
exploit and conquer nature 
for our own benefit. 
Patai 
finds 
elements 
of 
myth at work everywhere to­ 
day. The heroes of television 
drama (e.g., Chief Ironside. 
Marshal 
Dillon) 
are 
con­ 
temporary examples of early 
Greek heroes such as Her­ 
acles. The Interest we take in 
using 
animal 
figures 
(e.g.. 
Mickey Mouse, the Playboy 
bunny, 
animal 
names 
for 
sleek automobiles) reveals a 
continuing mythic fascination 
with nature. The advertising 
industry, especially In tele- 
v i s i o n commercials, bom­ 
bards us with still other mod­ 
em forms of ancient myths. 
Mr. Clean and the Man from 
Glad are counterparts of fig­ 
ures with 
magical 
powers 
from the distant past. The list 
could go on endlessly. 
Not every use of myth is 
beneficial. Some Induce jter- 
sonal suffering and destruc­ 
tion (e.g., Buddhists who bum 
themselves 
alive as 
a 
re­ 
ligious act). Others, such as 
the Nazi myth of the master 
race, have unleashed horror 
on a global scale. Still, Patai 
thinks that myth is an tndis- 
p e n s a b 1 e humanizing and 
unifying force. He ends his 
book, therefore, with a brief 
chapter calling for a “charter 
myth for democracy." 
Democracy has its imper­ 
fections, hut Patai finds it 
“the best way of government 
developed thus far by man.” 
Democracy is alive in Ameri­ 
ca, but not in the best of 
health. Patai offers a reme­ 
dy. “ Myth must be made to 
serve as a unifying, goal-giv­ 
ing force in modern demo­ 
cratic national life. The al­ 
ternative is 
national 
decay 
and chaos." 
He proposes a process of

The paperback series of 14

rial for discussions and re 
ports. Only four books are in 
print at present; 
the other 
three discuss national

Benson, 
w h o resigned as 
deputy assistant secretary of 
defense in late January, has 
achieved wide recognition in 
public service and in the field 
of political science as teach­ 
er. administrator, author, and 
college president.

Almost 
everw here, 
that 
continues to be the basic rule. 
By and large, it is the hus­ 
band who has the last word 
as to where they will live. If 
the wife refuses to follow his 
lead, she is guilty of deser­ 
tion—grounds lor divorce. 


Thus: 
To cut expenses, a 
man 
prepared to move to a smal­ 
ler apartment. But his wife 
decided it was "not stylish 
enough” for her, and went 
home to her parents. Aft' r a 
long impasse, the man finally 
sued for divorce and won a 
decree. The judge said the 
wife’s refusal 
to 
live 
with 
h tn, ft>r no good and suf­ 
ficient reason, mad** her a de­ 
serter In the eyes of the law. 
Nevertheless, the hu-band’s 
authority is far from abso- 
lute. He cannot insist on a 
housing arrangement which is 
simply not fair to his spouse. 
For example, one man de­ 
eded to move in with his

mother, even though he* could 
well 
afford 
separate 
lod­ 
gings—and even though his 
mother and his wife did not 
get along with each other. 
A court held, in these cir­ 
cumstances, that the wife had 
a legitimate excuse for not 
joining the household. 
Furthermore, when a man 
invites his wife to join him at 
a new location, he must real­ 
ly mean it — not just be 
going through the 
motions. 
One 
cantankerous 
husband,

“ I have completely gotten 
over my regard for you, if l 
ever had any. However. I am 
doing what I must do, even 
though you have ruined my 
life.

KNIT KNACKS 


DEAR JU D Y—Did you ever 
spend a lot of time knitting a 
fabulous sweater and have it 
look not-so-fabuious when you 
tried It on—just a wee bit too 
small perhaps? Well, 1 did 
and I ’m at a loss at how to 
fix It. My lovely stockinette 
pullover is a good three in­ 
ches too short from the arm­ 
hole to the waist. How can I 
add row's and not have to 
give my sweater to my little 
sister? Thanks. Judy.—R.M., 
Oakland, Calif. 


D E A R R.M.—Looks like 
you’ll be wearing your swea­ 
ter and not sis. There’s a so­ 
lution to your problem and 
it's an easy one. First open 
the side seams oi your sweat­ 
er and pull a thread through 
across the entire work, both 
back and front, 
two 
rows 
above the ribbed border. Cut 
off the ribbing from the main 
part of the sweater.

Obesity 
is, of course, one of the many 


reasons for needing this as 


well as good health and nutri­

There are quite a few to 
clioose from. Of course the 
o n l y aboslutely 
no-calorie 
dressings are the often sug- 
g e s t e d vinegar or lemon 
juice, but I do not enjoy nor 
can I tolerate all that acid. 
Often I save dill pickle juice, 
add a little water, paprika 
and some saccharin tablets 
until i,t suits me. Or I thin 
down low-fat sour cream or 
yoghurt with skim milk for a 
tossed or fruit salad, adding a 
little granulated sugar substi­ 
tute for the later. 1 still gel 
the flavor 1 enjoy.

\i cup wine vinegar to boil­ 
ing. In a double boiler beat 
together 3 egg yolks, > , teas­

(each) cayenne and paprika. 
Then pour hot vinegar very 
slowly over the egg yolks, 
stirring constantly to prevent 
stringiness.

16. That's not much in com­ 
parison to real mayonnaise 
which may run ¡c high as 100 
calories for th** same amount. 
Remember, with even these 
low calorie dressings, it isn’t 
what you use as it is how 
much. 


I find that if I put my pre­

about 2 cups 
whipped dressing, enough for 
8 servings at 35 calories per 
total serving. 


For slaw or green salad« 
Just stir the ingredients to­ 
gether without whipping. At a 
recent dinner party a very 
pretty relish tray, passed be­ 
fore going in to the dining 
room, consisted of cucumber 
sticks and cherry tomatoes 
centered with a bowl of sour 
cream dip.

Your furnace panels a bet­ 
ter chance of falling apart in 
the summer when it is off 
than it does in the winter 
when it is working. 
The soot and dirt in the 
cold, unused lumace absorb 
moisture. The combinat ion re­ 
sults in an acid (hat will cor­ 
rode metal surfaces.

- The 
swimming pool industry, in 
an effort to reduce an in­ 
creasing 
number 
of 
home 
swimming pool accidents — 
many fatal — has started a 
pool 
registry 
program 
de­ 
signed to raise the standards 
of pool construction. 
The program has the en­ 
dorsement of the American 
Red Cross, which said that 
some 270 people died in pool 
accidents in 1971. 
Anrfouncement of the pro­ 
gram came from the National 
S w i m m i n g Pool Institute, 
sponsor of the plan. 
fn an fntervlfew with UP1, 
Robert Steel, executive vice 
president of NSP1, said buil­ 
ders under the program will 
construct pools to conform 
with revised minimum design 
and 
construction 
standards 
that concentrate on a safe 
match between the pool and 
the diving board. 
Steel said the NSPI 
has 
rated five “types” of home 
pools according to critical di­ 
mension — 
width, 
breadth 
and depth — and then ap­ 
proved certain boards for use 
with each pool type according 
to the capability and installa- 
t i o n specifications of 
the 
board. 
The pools then are given 
r e g i s t r y numbers bv the 
N S P I 
and 
a 
permanent 
plaque is placed in the pool 
decking to remind 
present 
and future

According to Steel and Ed­ 
ward J. Mongeon, director of 
water safety

the 
Red 
Cross In Washington, 
D.C., 
misuse of diving boards has 


led to a rising number of 
serious injuries over the past 
several years. 
In a telephone 
interview, 
Mongeon said the NSPI ac­ 
tion was “generated by the 
increasing number of (law) 
suits resulting from personal 
injuries in diving accidents.” 
He said he had advocated for 
a long time that home pools 


should not be built with div- 
ing boards, mainly because 
people use them Incorrectly. 
Mo.igeon said divers have a 
tendency to dive out and into 
the upswing of the bottom 
rather than into the deepest 
portion of the pool. 
The Red Cross was unable 
to furnish statistics on home 
swimming pool accidents, but 
Dr. Richard W. Rado, a Ri­ 
verside, N.J, physician who 
has conducted an extensive
